Alexandria, Egpyt, Nov. 14—The 
long-dreaded holy war against the 
Christians in Tripoli has at last been 
formally declared by the Musselman 
tribesmen, according to reports re- 
ceived here today. Twenty thousand 
Seuusi tribesmen, the fiercest of the 
desert warriors are preparing to 
march against Italians, They have 
been enlisted by agents of the Turk- 
ish government and are well equipped 
with arms. 

Italian Warships Sighted. 

Constantinoplé ,Nov. 14—The acting 
governor of Smyrna has telegraphed 
that thirty Italian warships of Various 
types had been sighted off the island 
of Carpathua, which is northeast of 
Crete. 

Turkey has notified the 
through their ambassadors here that 
in the event of Italian aggression in 
the Aegean port, she will be com vonled 
to expel all Italians from Turkey.
